31 — For the 
twelve months or 1951, total Ohio 
retail sales were up 6 per cent from 
the year 1950, according to t h e 
January issue of the “ Ohio Retail 
Annalist,” published by the Bureau 
of Business Research at Ohio State 
university. 
In December of 1951, total re­ 
tail sales were 4 per cent lower 
than In December of 1950. Kiev* 
en of the 19 Ohio retail business 
lines failed to meet dollar sales 
of December 1950. Some of these 
were: motor vehicle d e a l e r s , 
whose sales fell 
22 per 
rent; 
household appliance 
and music 
stores, whose sales decreased 9 
per cent; and shoe stores 
and 
filling stations, whose sales were 
down 6 per cent. 
On the increase side of the pic­ 
ture, combination (grocery-meat) 
store sales rose ll per cent, wom­ 
en’s ready-to-wear store sales rose 
8 per cent, and general store sales 
were up 7 per cent.

TOTAL PAYM ENTS and appro priatio ns 
in ex cess o f $101,000,000 were m a de by the 
Andrew VV. Mello n T ru st in the two dec­ 
ades fro m 1931 to 19 50, inclu siv e. This fu nd 
w as created in 19 30. sev en y e a rs befo re he 
died, by the m a n who w as S ecretary o f the 
Treasury in the cabinets 
o f Presidents 
Harding, Co o lidg e and Ho o v er, 
and 
was 
later Am bassado r to Great Britain. 


Mr. Mello n, o ne o f the co untry ’s o u t- 
standing financiers, was a nativ e o f Pitts­ 
burgh, which to the end rem ained his leg al 
residence, and his dev o tio n to it was u n­ 
deviating. As early as 19 11 he fo unded the 
Mello n Institute o f Industrial Research in 
that city , to which he co ntributed SIO mil­ 
lio n. In the seven y ears after he created 
the Mello n Trust fo r educatio nal and char­ 
itable wo rks, he was able to impress upo n 
its trustees the manner in which he wanted 
it co nducted, and his ideas still prevail. 


Evidence o f this is seen in the fact that 
o f the mo re than $25 millio n spent o r ap­ 
pro priated by the trustees in the five-y ear 
perio d fro m 19 46 to 19 50 the larg est grant 
w as to the Graduate Scho o l o f P u b l i c 
Health o f the University o f Pittsburg h in 
39 48, amo unting to $13,700,000. 
It is do ubtless in line with Mr. Mello n’s 
tho u g ht that the trustees have decided to 
o utlay the remaining assets o f the f u n d 
within the nex t 15 y ears. At the end o f 19 50 
they had a bo o k value o f mo re than $33 
millio n and a market value o f mo re than 
$46 millio n. 
These vast benefactio ns have no thing to 
do with the mag nificent Natio nal Gallery 
o f Art in Washingto n. At the ag e o f 82 Mr. 
Mello n g ave to the natio n his private co l­ 
lectio n o f painting s, who se value then w as 
estim ated at $25 millio n and $9 millio n to 
erect a building to ho use them. 
The achievem ents o f the Mello n Institute 
fo r Industrial Research have been no table, 
and no less is ex pected o f the Natio nal In­ 
stitute o f Public Health to train phy sicians 
and advanced scientists in public and in­ 
dustrial health.

Penicillin Should Be Used 
On Advice Of Doctor

THERE are certain hazards in 
taking penicillin witho ut rn do c­ 
to r's prescriptio n, and witho ut a 
definite need fo r this special 
drug. Yet many peo ple are using 
It In this way . 
Penicillin is o ne o f the greatest 
disco veries o f o ur age. It is pro b­ 
ably the mo st effective drug fo r 
fighting infectio ns that has been 
disco vered up to the present time. 
Misuse o f Drug 
Aa the use o f penicillin has be­ 
co me mo re co mmo n, and as the 
public has beco me aware o f its 
po wers in fighting infectio n, there 
has develo ped a marked tendency 
to ward indiscriminate emplo y ­ 
ment o f the drug. This practice 
can pro ve dangero us in several 
way s. 
Many peo ple are no w using 
penicillin witho ut their do cto rs* 
permissio n, to treat infectio ns 
that are no t usually helped by 
penicillin. Witho ut kno wing it, 
these peo ple are creating an im­ 
munity to penicillin which may 
pro ve disastro us in the future. 
Sho uld they actually need It fo r 
a serio us disease, they may be 
Immune to its germ-destro y ing 
pro perties. 
May Cause Rashes 
A great many peo ple are aller­ 
gic to penicillin. When no t pre­ 
scribed by a phy sician, its indis­ 
criminate use may cause allergic 
rashes, sho ck, and even fo rms o f 
serum sickness in such individ­ 
uals. 
It is a mistake fo r a perso n 
witho ut medical training to think 
he can tell whether he is allergic 
to penicillin. Furthermo re, there 
are several different fo rms o f this 
drug, and a perso n may react to 
o ne and no t to ano ther. An un­ 
trained perso n canno t determine 
the co rrect amo unt o f penicillin 
to use in treating an infectio n; 
neither do es he kno w whether o r 
no t penicillin can help the infec­ 
tio n at all.

cu red and when to sto p using the 
penicillin A number o f infectio ns 
are like the venereal diseases, and 
remain in the bo dy fo r so me time 
after the o utward signs have 
cleared up. Only a series o f care­ 
ful testa by a trained perso n can 
tell when the treatment sho uld 
be sto pped. 
Fo r these reaso ns, it is seen 
that there may be g reat danger 
in u sing penicillin ex cept o n the 
adv ice o f a phy sician.

F. D ; I have a skin rash that 
itches trem endo usly , and is 
co mpo sed o f small blisters. 
It 
stretches fro m my backbo ne t<J 
the breastbo ne o n o ne side. What 
causes this? 
Answer: Yo u are mo st likely 
su ffering fro m sin g les. 
Shingles, 
o r herpes zo ster, is an inflamma­ 
tio n o f the skin in which there 
are g ro u ps o f blisters distributed 
alo ng the co urse o f o ne o r mo re o f 
the nerv es in the skin. The cause 
in the greatest number o f cases Is 
pro bably an infectio n. 
The co nditio n o ccurs mo st fre­ 
quently during co ld, damp weath­ 
er in peo ple who se resistance has 
been lo wered by o verwo rk o r dis­ 
ease. The appearance o f the blis­ 
ters is preceded by pain in the af­ 
fected regio ns. 
In the treatment, a number o f 
metho ds are emplo y ed. These 
co nsist chiefly o f keeping the 
rash co vered with an tisep tic 
dusting po wders, o r co ating the 
blisters with paraffin in the same 
way it is used o n bums. Injectio ns 
o f vitamin B -l have been utilized. 
Such drugs as the salicy lates may 
be used to relieve the pain. In­ 
jectio ns o f pituitary ex tract have 
also been emplo y ed. Of co urse, 
the co nditio n sho uld be treated 
under the care o f a phy sician. 
Frequently there is a neuralgic 
pain fo r a lo ng time fo llo wing an 
attack o f shingles in the area 
which was affected by the dis­

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A N D R E W MELLON S GIFTS 
TOTAL P A Y M E N T S and appropriations 
in excess of $101,000,000 were m ade by the 
Andrew VV. Mellon Trust in the two d e c ­ 
ades from 1931 to 1950, inclusive. This fund 
w a s created in 1930. seven y ears before he 
died, by the m an who w a s Secretary of the 
Treasury in the cabinets of Presidents 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover, and 
w as 
later Am bassador to Great Britain. 


Mr. Mellon, one of the country’s n u t - 
standing financiers, w a s a native of Pitts­ 
burgh, which to the end remained his legal 
residence, and his devotion to it w a s un­ 
deviating. As early* as 1911 he founded the 
Mellon Institute of Industrial Research in 
that city, to which he contributed $10 m il­ 
lion. In the seven years after he created 
the Mellon Trust for educational and char­ 
itable works, he w as able to im press upon 
its trustees the m anner in which he wanted 
it conducted, and his ideas still prevail. 


Evidence of this is seen in the fact that 
of the more than $25 million spent or ap­ 
propriated by the trustees in the five-year 
period from 1946 to 1950 the largest grant 
w a s to the Graduate School of P u b l i c 
Health of the University of Pittsburgh in 
3948, amounting to $13,700,000. 
It is doubtless in line with Mr. Mellon's 
thought that the trustees have decided to 
outlay the remaining assets of the f u n d 
within the next 15 years. At the end of 1950 
they had a book value of more than $33 
million and a m arket value of m ore than 
$46 million. 
These vast benefactions have nothing to 
do with the magnificent National Gallery 
of Art in Washington. At the age of 82 Mr. 
Mellon g a v e to the nation his private col­ 
lection of paintings, whose value then w a s 
estim ated at $25 million and $9 million to 
erect a building to house them. 
The a c h iev em en ts of the Mellon Institute 
for Industrial Research have been notable, 
and no less is expected of the National In­ 
stitute of Public Health to train physicians 
and advanced scientists in public and in­ 
dustrial health. 


HE LOVES POLITICS 
A M A N ’S taste* is his own business and 
so perhaps no quarrel should be found with 
President Trum an's statem ent that politics 
is “ the great Am erican g a m e —better than 
baseball, football, basketball or any other 
sport.” But m a n y persons will w o n d e r 
m ore than ever, whether in his acts and 
statem ents Mr. Trum an is playing politics 
or is actuated by a sincere desire to pro­ 
m ote the welfare of the c o u n t r y and all its 
people. For the sake of his own reputation 
it would have been better if Mr. Trum an 
had declared that his primary interest w as 
not in “ a g a m e ” but in the business of g o v ­ 
ernment. 


I have known Sen. Robert A. Taft 
for 
m any y ears, but m ust admit that he has 
changed. Today, Taft is a lighting candi­ 
date who has apparently learned what Will 
Rogers once said, that w e are all ignorant, 
but we are ignorant about different things. 
Taft is m ore friendly, more understandjng, 
more conscious of the flexibilities that are 
essential to our s y ste m than he used to 
be. A long period of responsibility of lead­ 
ership in his own party has given him a 
broader view than he evidenced in 
t h e 
past. 


I saw* him address twfo m eetings in New 
York. The first was a rough-and-tumble af­ 
fair, known as “ The Saints and Sinners,” 
vchich selects som e distinguished person as 
a “ fall g u y .” The aforesaid “ fall g u y ” is 
given an extraordinarily raucous tim e with 
the object of wilting the starch out of a 
stuffed shirt. 
Breathless s p e e d , 
skits, 
songs, dialogue leave nothing from 
birth 
to prospective oblivion undisclosed. 
Senator Taft went through 
this 
ordeal 
with genuine good humor, which I am sure 
he could not have dune five y ea rs ago. He 
responded to the sharpest barbs with a rol­ 
licking good nature which reminded one of 
the 
belly-laughs of his 
father, 
William 
Howard Taft. whoso humor w as infectious. 
He spoke for two or three m inuts and 
this huge audience, m a d e up of politicians 
and b usinessm en, m ost of whom are D e m o ­ 
crats b eca u se they are N ew Yorkers, rose 
and g a v e him an unusual cheer. The reason 
was that in his ad lib speech, he said that 
as long as people can m ake fun of their so­ 
called great men. this country will rem ain 
a free one. But even more, he said that no 
man w a s fit to be President, and implied 
that s o m e believed 
that 
they 
w ere 
the 
anointed of the Lord. 
The second meeting w a s som ething quite 
different. The W om en’s National Republi­ 
can club had arranged 
last 
s u m m e r 
to 
have Senator Taft a d d r e s s their 
annual 
m eeting. This is an organization that is run 
by what used to be called “ the silk-stock­ 
inged R epu blicans” in the days before the 
more dem ocratic nylons m ade all w om en 
equal. 


After 
General 
Eisenhow er 
announced 
that he is a Republican and gave the im ­ 
pression that he would accept the nom ina­ 
tion for the Presidency if properly offered, 
som e of these ladies regretted that they 
had invited Senator Taft. Then started the 
kind of in-fighting politics which only very 
proper ladies can permit them selves. A c­ 
tually about 4,000 persons attended 
t h e 
banquet at the Waldorf-Astoria; 
s e v e n 
additional rooms had to be used, including 
all the lobbies, to hold the crowd. It was 
the largest banquet ev e r served at *ne 
hotel. 


Som e of the ladies tried to get Governor 
T h o m a s E. Dewey or Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge or anybody else of stature to be an 
additional guest, so that it would not ap­ 
pear to be a Taft party, but that 
effort 
failed. Then an arra ng em ent was tr od to 
have 21 wom en of m ore or less prominence 
to issue a statement to the effect that the 
dinner 
did 
not 
m ea n 
an 
endorsement, 
which it obviously did not. 
Now, Senator Taft knew all 
when he m ade his speech. He 
that a part of the audience fav 
bower; that another part objected to his 
presence and to the enorm ous success of 
the affair; that a large Taft contingent was 
present, but more of them in the e x t r a 
room s and the lobbies than at the b e s t 
tables.

Penicillin Should Be Used 
Only On Advice Of Doctor 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


THERE are certain hazards In 
taking penicillin without a doc­ 
tor’s prescription, and without a 
definite need for this special 
drug. Yet many people are using 
It in this way. 
Penicillin Is one of the greatest 
discoveries of our age. It is prob­ 
ably the most effective drug for 
fighting infections that has been 
discovered up to the present time. 


Misuse of Drug 
As the use of penicillin has be­ 
come more common, and as the 
public has become aware of its 
powers in fighting Infection, there 
has developed a marked tendency 
toward indiscriminate employ­ 
ment of the drug. This practice 
can prove dangerous In several 
ways. 
Many people are now using 
penicillin without their doctors’ 
permission, to treat infections 
that are not usually helped by 
penicillin. Without knowing it, 
these people are creating an im­ 
munity to penicillin which may 
prove disastrous in the future, 
Should they actually need it for 
a serious disease, they may be 
Immune to Its germ-destroying 
properties. 


May Cause Rashes 
A great many people are aller­ 
gic to penicillin. When not pre­ 
scribed by a physician, its indis­ 
criminate use may cause allergic 
rashes, shock, and even forms of 
serum sickness in such individ­ 
uals. 
It is a mistake for a person 
without medical training to think 
he can tell whether he is allergic 
to penicillin. Furthermore, there 
are several different forms of this 
drug, and a person may react to 
one and not to another. An un­ 
trained person cannot determine 
the correct amount of penicillin 
to use In treating an infection; 
neither does he know whether or 
not penicillin can help the infec­ 
tion at all. 
There is a further danger in 
deciding when the infection Is 


cured and when to stop using the 
penicillin A number of infections 
arc like the venereal diseases, and 
remain in the body for some time 
after the outward signs have 
cleared up. Only a series of care­ 
ful tests by a trained person can 
tell when the treatment should 
be stopped. 
For these reasons, it is seen 
that there may be great danger 
in using penicillin except on the 
advice of a physician. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. D.: I have a skin rash that 
Itches trem endously, and is 
composed of small blisters. It 
stretches from my backbone td 
the breastbone on one side. What 
causes this? 
Answer: You are most likely 
suffering from shingles. Shingles, 
or herpes zoster, is an inflamma­ 
tion of the skin in which there 
are groups of blisters distributed 
along the course of one or more of 
the nerves in the skin. The cause 
in the greatest number of cases is 
probably an infection. 
The condition occurs most fre­ 
quently during cold, damp weath­ 
er in people whose resistance has 
been lowered by overwork or dis­ 
ease. The appearance of the blis­ 
ters Is preceded by pain in the af­ 
fected regions. 
In the treatment, a number of 
methods are employed. These 
consist chiefly of keeping the 
rash covered with an tiseptic 
dusting powders, or coating the 
blisters with paraffin in the same 
way it is used on bums Injections 
of vitamin B -l have been utilised. 
Such drugs as the salicylates may 
be used to relieve the pain. In­ 
jections of pituitary extract have 
also been employed, Of course, 
the condition should be treated 
under the care of a physician. 
Frequently there Is a neuralgic 
pain for a long time following an 
attack of shingles In the area 
which was affected by the dis­ 
order. In such cases, treatment 
with pituitary extract might be of 
some helD

ORIGIN OF ♦DARK HORSE’ 
Political Slogans Traced 
To ‘Horse Racing" Lingo 


Stoutsville 


COLUMBUS, Jan. 31 — Political 
slogans, such as "dark horse can­ 
didate,’* “ political J o c k e y I n g 
“ man on horseback” and many 
others which are making today’s 
headlines, can he traced back to 
the term inology of horsem anship 
and. in particular, to horse racing 
lingo, according to an Ohio State 
university professor. 
Dr. Hans Superber, a professor 
in the German department and 
director of a project to compile a 
dictionary of political words and 
phrases, has found a direct con­ 
nection between many political 
appellations and the phraseology 
of that sport. 
For exam ple, a 
“ dark 
horse” 
candidate may be nom inated at one 
of the presidential conventions in 
Chicago this coming sum m er. Dr. 
Sperber points out that the world 
of politics borrowed this term from 
old English horse racing l i n g o . 
Originally a “ dark horse” was a 
race horse, unknown to the betting 
public until just before the race.

Dr. Sportier, vi ho says he could 
relate an endless number of stories 
about American political word coin­ 
ing, came upon thi- research proj­ 
ect during his study of American 
history. 
The Austrian horn and educat­ 
ed professor says, “ In truing to 
understand American polities, I 
decided to study history hut 
in 
the process found slogans insuffi­ 
ciently explained.” T h u s 
Dr. 
Sperher*s sear* h for the origins 
of political wonts and 
phrases 
began. 
Today his slogan file is immense, 
and the dictionary, the first of its 
kind, when published will be an im­ 
mense contribution to the history of 
American politics. 


THE PHRASE WAS introduced 
into the language of politics at the 
tim e of A braham Lincoln, says Dr. 
Sperber. Later, in 1876. the appel­ 
lation “ dark horse” candidate was 
given to Rutherbord B, Hayes when 
he was nominated a

Since that tim e, to 
most A m ericans, a “ dark horse” 
hasn't been a horse at all. but a 
presidential candidate who enters a 
political race by the back door.

Political Slogans Traced 
To 'Horse Racing’ Lingo

COLUMBUS. Jan. 31 — Political 
slogans, such as ‘’dark horse can­ 
didate,” “ political j o c k e y i n g,” 
“ man on horseback*’ and many 
others which are making today’s 
headlines, can be traced back to 
toe terminology of horsemanship 
and. in particular, to horse racing 
lingo, according to an Ohio State 
university professor. 
Dr. Hans Sperber, a professor 
in the German department and 
director of a project to compile a 
dictionary of political words and 
phrases, has found a direct con­ 
nection between 
many political 
appellations and the phraseology 
of that sport. 
For example, a 
“ dark horse ' 
candidate may be nominated at one 
of the presidential conventions in 
Chicago this coming summer. Dr. 
Sperber points out that the world 
of politics borrowed this term from 
old English horse racing l i n g o . 
Originally a “ dark horse” was a 
race horse, unknown to the betting 
public until just before the race.

THE PHRASE WAS introduced 


Ulysses S. Grant, famous civil war 
general who became president.

DURING HORI D W \R ll, the 
phrase took on an unsavory con­ 
notation when applied to Hitler and 
Mussolini, according to Dr. Sper­ 
ber. and, today, people who oppose 
a military m ar at the head of the 
U.S. governme nt a /ain 
speak ol 
the “ man on horseback.” 
One of the most inte resting po­ 
litical phrases to have its origin rn 
Ohio has been traced by the Ohio 
State professor back to the mid 19th 
century, when. an interview with a 
journalist, Sen. John Sherman said 
he had gone home to “ mend 
his 
fences.” Recently, too years later, 
congressmen still return to Wash­ 
ington after promoting their stand­ 
ing with the people back home, or 
“ mending their fences.” 
Dr. Sperber. who says he could 
relate an endle-s number of stones 
about American political word coin­ 
ing, came upon this research proj­ 
ect during his study of American 
history. 
The .Austrian horn and educat 
cd professor says. “ In trying to 
understand .American polities, I

IO Million Acres 
Withdrawn From 


Cultivation 


CHICAGO, Jan. 31-M ore than IO 
million acres of farm land has been 
withdrawn from cultivation in the 
past IO years, reports the Middle 
West Soil Improvement committee 
in citing estimates by land use au­ 
thorities. 
This shrinkage of farm acre­ 
age, says the committee, has 
been due to the expansion of cities 
and towns, construction of 
new 
defense 
and 
industrial 
plants, 
airports, 
military 
reservations, 
widening of highways and setting 
land aside for flood c o n t r o l , 
game preserves and recreation 
areas. 
Most 
Midwestern 
states 
have 
shown a farm acreage loss. P re­ 
liminary 1950 census figures indi­ 
cate that in Iowa alone, 70 out of 
99 counties show a downtrend in 
farm land, ranging from a few hun­ 
dred to 10,000 acres.

“ WITH VIRTUALLY all of the 
nation's profitable farm land now 
under crop” says a statement is­ 
sued by the committee, “ the pres­ 
ent acreage will have to do a bet­ 
ter crop producing job to y i e l d !

(I) Build up the soil's plant nutri-1 
ent supply by adding fertilizer con ' 
taming nitrogen, phosphate a n d 
potash;

TH ESE FIG U R ES are perhaps

You could almost say that 
our nation is only 20 per cent as 
strong, and as democratic, and as 
wholesome, and as sound, and as 
safe as it ought to be—and as it 
could be! 
The voting record of the Ameri­ 
can people has disturbed me for a 
long time. Too few of our people 
are actually “ running” our country 
through the exercise of their vol 
ing franchise. And not enough citi­ 
zens are as well informed on all 
the political and economic aspects 
of the issues as I would like to see 
them. In this whole realm of polit­ 
ical action and economic educa­ 
tion. the best chance for improve­ 
ment lies in the ability to attract 
the citizen's self-interest. 
Let us suppose there were to 


be held a meeting of the board of 
directors at the place where vou 
work, and that the business of 
that meeting was to d e c i d e 
whether your salary should be 
increased or reduced. 
If you were a stockholder and 


had a voting privilege on that 
board of directors, where would 
you be when the meeting was call 
ed to order? Rain or snow, sleet 
or cold wouldn't keep you away, 
would it? Of course not. When your 
economic future is at stake you 
want to be in on the decision. 


Let us suppo*e, further, that at 


this same board meeting your priv­ 
ilege of voting on questions affect­ 
ing your economic future were go­ 
ing to be challenged. This chal­ 
lenge to your freedom would be 
added incentive for your being pre­ 
sent and voting, wouldn’t it? Of 
course. Well, your self - interest, 
both economic and political, is af­ 
fected to some degree by every 
election in which you vote or fail 
to vote. 


The power of the American citi­ 


zen's vote is his power to remain 
free. If enough of us fail to use 
that power, our nation cannot re-

may not he bothering them at the 
present time, vets should file the 
claim so that if it flares up at 
any time in the future they will 
have the claim filed, 


“ Then all they will have to do is 
reopen the case and all the tim e 
im olved in the norm al working <f 
a case will be elim inated,” Shea 
said.

“ MANY VETERANS 
feel

they should not file a claim for a 
service-connected disability due to

claim should be filed, lf the v eter­

O ver a period of 
time, records are m isplaced, aud 
the v eteran may forget the dates 
that he had his trea tm e n t and, if 
he does that and the records are 
not located, the case will be disal­ 
lowed.
